An Interesting . feature of the 
recent reunion of Officers and men 
who served aboard H.M.A.S. Syd- 
ney’ in her encounter with’. the 
German” cruiser Emden, , was the 
Tending of a’ translation. of .a. letter 
received by. the Consul-General for 
Germany (Dr. Asmis) from Ad- 
miral Roeder, Chief of the German 
Navy. The letter acknowledged the 
tribute paid by the men of the 
Sydney on November 12, 1932, when 
a laurel wreath “in memory ‘of a 
gallant foe” was laid on the Emden 
gun in Hyde Park. The wreath 
was aubsequently forwarded to Ger- 
Taany. 

Writing from Berlin, Admiral 
Roeder stated: “The wreath arrived 
here in good condition,’ thanks to 
the excellent packing.
